The Department of Athletics. 
Physical Education and Recreation 
is the new name to be given to the 
Department of Physical Education. 
Principal James announced today. 
Other decisions made following Ihe 
October meeting of the Senate and 
Board of Governors constitute the 
sclcclinn pf the director of this de- 
partment. Ihe autonomy of student 
representation concerning athletics, 
and a reiteration of their policy 
bearing on women chcer-lcadcrs. 

The Director of the newly-creat- 
ed Department of Athletics. Physi- 
cal Education and Recreation will 
be chosen by a committee consist- 
ing of Dr. James as chairman, two 
members appointed by the Senate, 
two by the Athletics Board, and 
two nominated by the Chancellor. 
This committee is in the process 
of formation; for this reason no 
candidates for this position have 
been considered yet. 

These decisions come as a direct 
report made by the Special Com- 
mittee of Senate last April in con- 
nection with student athletics. In a 
survey made, it was found that a 
certain amount of misunderstanding 
surrounding the relation between 
"Physical Education" and '•athle- 
tics." "Since the whole department 
was called simply the Department 
of Physical Education, many were 
under the impression that athletics 
had no place, or only a very sec- 
ondary place, in the University 
scheme of things, and that the 
needs of athletics . . . were being 
sacrificed to the needs of tha 
School of Physical Education," the 
report established. 

Due to this confusion, a decision 
was made by the Senate and the 
Board of Governors to allow the 
Athletics Board and the students 
themselves as much authority over 
their own athletics as possible. 
Supplementing this stand, the Uni- 
I versity officials believe that mass 
.student participation in athletics is 
Ihe best corrective to professional- 
ism, and to the purely passive spec- 
tator attitude.

SubsidizeHomes 
Urges P.C. Club 
Guest Speaker 



"Subsidized housing is necessary 
for humanitarian, economic and 
political reasons," declared George 
J. Hccs at a meeting of the McGill 
Progressive Conservative Club yes- 
terday afternoon in the McGill Un- 
ion. The scheme has been tried in 
Great Britain and the United States 
and found to be practical. Com- 
munities with such projects have 
definitely benefitted, and money 
has been saved by reducing fire 
loss and cost of policing in the 
area. 

A positive program of slum clear- 
ance and subsidized housing is 
needed immediately, said Mr. Hess. 
This could be accomplished by 
making Federal housing loans 
available to municipalities at the 
rate of long-term government 
bonds plus a small handling charge, 
and by making available yearly 
subsidy of two-thirds of the oper- 
ating loss up to 3 per cent of the 
cost of construction. The muni- 
cipality would make up the addi- 
tional amount if the operating loss 
ran over that figure. 

In referring to the economic- 
policies of the' Government, Mr. 
Hccs mentioned Mr. Abbott's state- 
ment of a few weeks ago. to the 
effect that Canada could not afford 
to extend the present loans to 
European countries. In condemning 
this attitude, Mr. Hccs stated that 
Canada, as a solvent nation, should 
be ashamed of a Cabinet Minister 
like that. It is vitally important 
that the Government change its 
policy on this point, he said. 



Greek Origin 
Of Dialectics 



Harry Binder, city LPP organ- 
izer who spoke in the first of a bi- 
monthly series on Marxism yester- 
terday, stated that the origins of 
Marxist philosophy date back to 
the ancient Greeks. "By uniting 
the concepts of Dialectics and Ma- 
terialism. Marx and Engels created 
a new philosophy which is wholly 
in agreement with modem scien- 
tific experience," he snid. The 
meeting was sponsored tjy the Mc- 
Gill LPP Club. 

The philosophy places emphasis 
on natural phenomenac being in a 
constant state of change and fur- 
ther development. Mr. Binder said, 
each one being affected and in its 
turn affecting other phenomena. It 
is materialistic in that it believes 
in matter being primary and 
thought and ideas secondary— the 
latter being a product of matter in 
a dynamic state. The universe 
being real, its laws arc fully 
knowledgeable and its 'further de- 
velopment can be scientifically 
predicted. 

» 

The speaker stressed that by ap- 
plying Marxist philosophy to the 
study of history it is possible to 
show that it is not a conglomera- 
tion of isolated, and haphazard ac- 
cidents, but rather inler-rclatcd 
events occurring in a given time 
and place due to the existing ma- 
terial conditions in the epoch. It 
is thus possible to create a science 
of history and its laws of develop- 
ment then become a guide to the 
future development of society.

McGill's co-eds went to the polls yesterday 
morning to elect a president of their union, and 
sad to say, the best 'man' did not win— but two 
of them did. 

Final returns of the voting placed one of the 
candidates ahead of the other by n very slim 
margin, it is true but a technical error has 
necessitated the decision to hold another election 
between the top two candidates next Monday. 

The problem, it appear*, lies in the fact that 
one of the polls opened two hours later than 
the rest without due notification to the students 
concerned. This apparently prevented some of 
the students from voting who otherwise might 
have caused some difference in the final outcome. 

It is a disadvantage and a great deal of in- 
convenience will be caused because of the addi- 
tional election. But, as was pointed out yester- 
day by one of the leading candidates, there are 
advantages to be considered. 

In the first place, the new election will per- 



mit the entire co-ed student body to concentrate 
upon two candidates rather than four. The re- 
duction in alternatives should result in a much 
more representative vote. 

And then, from the candidates' point of 
view, the slim majority which was afforded the 
winner yesterday is hardly an indication that 
the greater majority of the women students are 
behind her. 

The outcome of the dual contest should rcp- 
SClit a more representative distribution of votes, 
thus permitting the winner to speak with assur 
ance on issues affecting women students. 

The decision to hold another vote was a 
difficult one to make. The co-eds arc to be con- 
gratulated on choosing the wisest path. We feci 
certain that on Monday, all women students 
will participate in seeing the successful con 
elusion of the election, and will once again 
choose the best 'man'. 

Wc wish both candidates, Ann Ryan and 
Mary Stephens the best of luck.— A.T.

The show 
will be wired for groans, moans, and the chatter of 
people chewing their last of their fat while singing 
commercials exhort the Western World to eat less 
and wash often. 

Here is the soap opera Cincinnatus being called 
from the cash register to feed the world on corn 
The high priest of the Dollar Almighty presenting 
ten commandments and a bar of soap to struggling 
humanity. 
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A Review of 

'Anna Lucasta'

Perhaps It was the transition in 
mood from unashamed reality to 
bathos, perhaps it was the calculat- 
ed and unwarranted happy ending, 
or the Intrusion of a moral, whore 
formerly there was none, that ac- 
counts for my reaction to "Anna 
Lucasta". The play was not allow- 
ed to develop as a racy, and some- 
what pathetic comedy, and it never 
reached tragic depths. It wavered 
badly between the two, and achiev- 
ed a distasteful mean. , 

As entertainment, it was enjoy- 
able in a way that Montreal isn't 
always allowed ^appreciate. The 
dialogue was racy and the cast ex- 
tracted all possible comedy from 
the first two acts. The cast, as a 
matter of fact, had among its mem- 
bers some of the best professional 
actors we've seen in Montreal for 
a long time. Anna herself, wc feel, 
was rather insensitively acted, and 
her sister-in-law, Katie, was hot as 
much at home on the stage as the 
rest of the cast. Frank, the brother- 
in-law, was undoubtedly the star 
of the play, closely seconded by 
his wife Stella. Blanche, "a child- 
like, blundering creature, who also 
leads an unattractive life," was ex- 
cellent. 

But more than a vestige of dis- 
comfort and dissatisfaction remain 
when one considers the story of 
Anna Lucasta, which is briefly as 
follows: Anna Lucasta's father has 
forced her to leave home, upon dis- 
covery of her "one slip— or two." 
Her life has divided itself into 
equal parts of drunkenness and 
prostitution. When the play opens, 
two years after she has left home, 
her sister and brother-in-law, in 
dire need of ready cash, have per- 
suaded her father to recall her. The 
occasion is the arrival in town of 
"the country sucker." the son of 
her father's best friend, with eight 
hundred dollars. Anna, they plan, 
will marry him, and they will easi- 
ly separate him from his money. 

However, when the boy from the 
farm appears as a college grad- 
uate, training to be a teacher, they 
conclude that Anna cannot aspire 
to an educated and prosperous citi- 
zen. The f ick has already proved 
himself capable of protecting his 
money from the nefarious schemes 
of the Lucasta family. However, 
Rudolph falls in love with Anna at 
first sight, and after a whirlwind 
courtship of ten minutes, succeeds 
in obtaining her hand in marriage 
—although she has protested all the 
way. 

There seems to be a certain de- 
gree of implausibllity both in 
Rudolph and his courtship, which 
considerably weakens the play. 
Anna herself isn't convincing; her 
strongest point is motivation. The 
other members of the cast manage 
to inform us that her heart and 
character are sterling, but except 
for the fact that she was younj 
and beautiful, she wasn't enough 
out of the ordinary to build a pow- 
erful character on. We suppose that 
the audience already understands 
that prostitutes are people, and as- 
suming this fact, many of the char- 
acters are merely highly coloured 
portraits, and "Anna Lucasta" has 
no fundamental point or issue on 
which to build a drama.

Who Built MRA's Buick?

And sec n free play called The Forgotten Fac- 
tor, which will make you ashamed to be a picket 
and will fix everything up. More of everything for 
everybody. Unity. 

Now, it's difficult to criticize this miraculous 
labor catalyst called Oxford Group because all the 
common man hears about it is the great magic re- 
sults—and very little about the process itself. Of 
course one realizes that MRA's technique is to corral 
the big shots in labor and capital and evangelize 
them first, because they have the money and influ- 
ence. 

And that leaves the non-influent and non-affluent 
to draw certain conclusions which, as I hope Mr 
Lash will point out, are disturbing and erroneous. 

Let's say the untutored mind, insisting on simpli- 
fication, sees the world's ills in terms of two oppos- 
ing political fdens and techniques. . . . Believing, as 
those of us who arc sane do. that social organiza- 
tion develops and changes through political tech- 
niques, he might see the left and the right as pro- 
taganists in the struggle. 

The left, in its various hues, talks about the class 
struggle, irreconcilable differences in the strata of 
«ocicty, and what can we do to grab more for the 
proletariat. 

Conservatives, when you scrape away the non- 
tense, art as frankly materialistic as the commies 
and want things as they are, comfortable profits and 
in economy iouped-up by what they call the Incen- 
tive-system. 

These are what historians will probably recog- 
nize as the two basic political attitudes of the Twen- 
tieth Century and, if Marx still has any friends a 
few hundred years from now, they may admit that 
the two views were as irreconcilable as milk and 
lemons. Bitter tears, but at least realistic. 

But now, says MRA, our spiritual clarion sounds 
above the roar of that streetcar that's just running 
over you and beckons all you "labor-leaders, busi- 
nessmen, housewives, workers, teen-agers and states- 
men" to join in the united front against the devil 
and disunity. Everybody welcome. No smoking, 
please. 

"Very interesting." say's the historian of 2247 as 
he drops in to chat with a colleague in a cave down 
the way, "there seems to have been only one other 
outfit so completely out of the current of Twentieth 
Century political trends. Spiritual guy called Hitler. 
Worked for Thor, not God. But much the same, it 
seems from here. The reds accused him of being 
the extreme capitalist, and after that little war the 
capitalists said that he had behaved just like Stalin. 
But now we know different: it was this stuff of up 
with the middle class, reconcile capital 'and labor, 
mix water and oil. Did it too. He fixed profits 
comfortably and ennobled the workers with medals 
and considerably more bread than before. Of course 
he had one of these smart non-economic ideas to 
work it— ho had to— I forget exactly which one (the 
records are a little musty here) but it was "the 
Flaming Sword of Islam," or "Spiritual Solidarity," 
or •The Heartland for Germany" or "Let's All Kneel 
Down and Confess" ... I forget which." 

Maybe I'm wrong, Mr. Lash, and maybe the Ox- 
ford Group, once upon a time, didn't breed some 
champion Moslcyitcs. If I'm wrong it's your own 
fault; all we small-fry hear about the MRA Is the 
miracles achieved but very little about the formula 
(in detail please) of the hocus-pocus that achieves 
them. 

You'll have to tell us nasty materialists more 
about this Buick: Who built It? Has it got any 
brakes? Who's steering? 'Cause, from our point on 
the twisted road, it sometimes has disturbing re- 
semblances to a Daimler.

MRA's Tarnished Ford 

Dear Sir: 

Mr. Harry Lash's illuminating article on the 
M.R.A. (Moral Re-Armament) requires some clari- 
fication. He obviously considers it an honour for 
the MRA to have been attacked by the London Daily 
Worker. How valid arc these charges? 

The history of the beginning of the Oxford Group 
(the predecessor of the M.R.A.) is quite obscure to 
us. However, by 1938, the -Oxford Group and its 
leader, Dr. Buchman, were notorious enough for us 
to pick up, their trail. It was soon evident that we 
were following a bad odour. 

In 1937, on landing in New York, Mr. Buchman 
publicly said, "I thank heaven for a man like Adolph 
Hitler who built a front line of dofence against 
the anti-Christ of communism . . .Through such a 
man God could control a nation over night and 
solve every last bewildering problem." (Newsweek, 
Nov., 1943.) 

In November, 1938, (just after Prime Minister 
Chamberlain's return from Munich) Buchmanitc 
journalists took a pledge of Moral Rearmament to 
observe a "discipline of expression." They promised 
.... not to print anything that might make the 
Prime Minister "unhappy." (New Republic, June, 
1939.) 

According to Newsweek (November. 1941) there 
were fairly strong rumours that the Oxford Group 
adherence in Europe Included Vikdun Quisling, 
Rudolph Hess, and the Duke of Hamilton (on whose 
estate Hess coincidently landed). 



From the same issue, "In October, 1341. Ernest 
Bovin, then Minister of Labour and National Ser- 
vice, denied Oxford Group 'lay preachers' the privi- 
lege of exemption from military service. A. P. Her- 
bert remarked, ". . . . He (Buchman) loves Hitler 
as well as he loves us, an'd there is in his preaching 
record a strange tendency towards flabbincss and 
fascism." . , 

As to the philosophy of M.R.A.. it has been very 
ably summed up by Alexander Woolcott: 
"O is for the Oxford Group 
A merry, morbid little troup 
Who'll proudly tell you all their vices, 
And how they felt, and which is nicest."

Cost of Living Increased 

Mr. Editor,— 

None will deny that veterans were given a good 
boost when the government came out with its 
scheme of education grants for veterans some two 
years ago. 

The government in doing what it did had no in- 
tention of handing out charity; nor did any self re- 
specting veteran feel that any form of charity was 
coming to him. 

Two years ago $60 a month for tingle students 
and SBO a month, for married students was Indeed 
a liberal grant and considered at the time more than 
a generous offer on the part of the government. It 
was expected that vets would supplement these 
earnings by obtaining part time work. Many vet- 
erans did this. 

No one will agree, however, that today $60 is 
what it was a number of years ago. In practical 
actuality the $60 of 1943, when I believe the bill af- 
fording these grants was passed, is worth no more 
than $30 today. The truth of the matter is that the 
cost of living has practically doubled in that time. 
In the light of present day conditions can any self 
respecting student veteran consider the government 
grant a liberal offer? I think not. 

Today it amounts to a mere pittance and no vet- 
eran who has the least amount of responsibility to 
his family and home, let alone that to the success 
of his studies, can consider it any more. Who can 
deny that food and clothing costs have skyrocketed, 
not to mention the increase in rentals? 

What surprises me particularly is that the veter- 
ans society has not been alive to this need of student 
veteran's. Surely this question should have been 
uppermost in the minds of the members of the ex- 
ecutive of the Vets society, in more recent times. 
All veterans on the campus should look into the 
matter very seriously,

chose John Bracken as our leader 
on the basis of those progressive 
policies and as the man most suited 
to put them Into effect.

Many of these policies have al- 
ready been put into effect and our 
party has not received sufficient 
credit for espousing them. Today 
the crying need is for a clear enun- 
ciation of policy and a re-affirma- 
tion of policies which have already 
been announced. Progressive Con- 
servative policy has been described 
as "incohorcnt and undefined" (The 
Gazette. July 15, 1947) and, as a re- 
sult of this lack of a clearly defined 
policy, a feeling of depression is 
sweeping through the party mem- 
bership. 

This situation cannot continue 

much longer, for total disintegra- 
tion could easily occur. It is no 
longer possible for the opposition to 
follow the precept, "oppose every- 
thing, propose nothing," and wait 
for the Government to fall. A third 
choice faces the electorate with n 
party which is keen on organiza- 
tion and is making its policies 
clearer and more specific as the 
general election approaches. 

The party must determine its 
course of action, enunciate policies 
and re-affirm its principles and 
proceed to tell the people of Canada 
by every possible means where It 
stand*. The Ottawa Journal pointed 
out last July that campaigns cannot 
be won by radio speeches alone. 
These must be accompanied by 
regular meetings, plenty of publici- 
ty and adequate organization in 
every province of the Dominion. It 
Is time that the Progressive Con- 
servatives called a spade a spade 
and realized that when it comes to 
organization we can't expect a gar- 
den trowel to do the work of a full- 
grown spade.

It may be felt by some that It Is 
only in informing the public that 
wc need to be more ardent for our 
policies on a number of questions 
which have already been announced. 
In the Ready Reference Handbook, 
the P.C. Party has declared that, 
when the evidence is clear that any 
branch of the Department of Jus- 
tice to make a continuous investiga- 
tion of monopolies and cartels, with 
power of prosecution . . . and . . . 
whtn the evidence is clear that any 
monopoly is exploiting the people, 
and other remedies are ineffective, 
we will not hesitate to place it un- 
der government control." 

And further: "We mean to give 
all Canadians decent, healthful 
housing conditions. The financial 
resources of the Dominion will be 
used in the clearing of slums, and 
to provide subsidized housing for 
those in the lowest income groups." 

And further still, from Bracken's 
Charter for a Better Canada, "we 
shall establish a Federal Labor 
Code setting national standards and 
covering particularly: genuine com- 
pulsory collective bargaining legis- 
lation accompanied by the outlaw- 
ing of unions financed or dominat- 
ed by employers, extension of la- 
bor-management committees, mini- 
mum wages, maximum hours of 
work, equal pay for equal work 
and equality of opportunity < and 
treatment in other respects for men 
and women workers, minimum age 
of employment and holidays with 
pay." 

❖ <• <• 
There are three specific policies, 

subsidized low-rental housing, a 
National Labor Code and effective 
control of monopolies, which, if put 
into effect, would help solve some 
of the problems of Canada, and they 
arc not being brought to the atten- 
tion of the Canadian public as they 
should be. The public are anxious 
to know where we as a party stand 
and they deserve to be told. 

In deciding on policy, the Pro- 
gressive Conservative Party must 
take full cognizance of the fact that 
the general public has become great- 
ly enlightened during the past 20 
years, that the world has progressed 
and political .parties must be pro- 
gressive, and aggressive, if they 
wish to remain as an active part of 
the political life of this country. 

Every member of the Progressive 
Conservative Party who is truly in- 
terested in the welfare of his or 
her party, and therefore, in the wel- 
fare of Canada, should give this 
question Immediate attention. There 
Is an absolute need for direct and 
positive action to rebuild party or- 
ganization and party spirit.

If the life spirit continues to ebb 

out of the party, it could easily 
disappear in view of Canada's pre- 
sent political .situation. If the Pro- 
gressive Conservative Party should 
fade away, and it need not if suit- 
able and effective action is taken, 
then we shall likely see the 



Liberal Party breaking into two 
sections. The right-wing Liberals, 
of which there are a goodly num- 
ber who are conservatives with a 
small "c", will absorb the right- 
wing Progressive Conservatives. 
The left-wing group of both parties 
would tend to join the C.C.F., and 
act as a moderating influence as 
the middle class group did to the 
British Labor Party to give it the 
necessary standing and support to 
win an election. 

It would then be only a mutter 
of time— and not too long a time 
at that— before we should have a 
socialist ministry in office at Ot- 
tawa. 

This need not occur, but whether 
or not it docs, depends entirely on 
whether the men at the top of the 
Progressive Conservative Party 
can act quickly enough to check the

that a hesitant attitude ha.
